For  the  elimination  of  the  jog  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Broadway 
and  Taylor  Street. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  eliminate  the  jog 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Broadway  and  Taylor  Street. 

Said  elimination  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for 
street  purposes  a sufficient  tract  or  parcel  of  land  described  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  a point  on  the  east  line  of  Broadway  eighteen 

and  one  half  (18£)  feet  south  of  the  southeast  corner  of  Broadway  and 
Taylor  Street  as  now  established  by  the  frame  store  building  located 
on  said  corner;  thence  north  on  the  east  line  of  Broadway  eighteen 
and  one  half  ( 18-§-)  feet;  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  Taylor 
Street  which  is  along  the  front  line  of  said  store  building  thir-teen 
and  one  quarter  ( l£r]  feet;  thence  southwest  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  above  described  tract  or  parcel  of  land  being  a part  of 
Lot  Number  8 of  Fairfi eld’s  Out  Lots. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  elimination  of  said  jog 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Broadway  and  Taylor  Street  as  above  des- 
cribed now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  said  City.

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Con- 
cerning Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof, 
including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  install- 
ments with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  ( 5)  per  cent  per  annum. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or 
be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner 
or  owners  for  said  condemnation  of  property,  or  for  the  payment  of  any 
bond  or  bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such 
property  damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually 
received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property 
or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required 
to  pay.  Ail  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvement, 
assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of 
bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act 
and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  by  the  above  described  elimination  of  the  jog  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Taylor  Street  being  situated  in  portions  of 
Sections  10,  11,  14  and  15  Township  30  North,  Range  12  East  and  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

Streets  in  said  city,  having  dimensions  as  follows:  Sixty  (60) 

feet  East  and  West  on  Taylor  Street  and  ninety-five  (95)feet 
North  and  South  on  Broadway;  that  by  declaratory  resolution  No.

respective  assessment  of  benefits  or  award  of  damages. 

The  undersigned  hereby  respectfully  remonstrates 
to  the  action  of  your  Board  in  fixing  the  amount  of  his  damages 
at  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000,00)  and  alleges  that 
he  will  be  damaged  by  reason  of  said  real  estate  being  condemned 
and  appropriated  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  to  a much 
larger  and  greater  extent  in  this: 

1.  That  the  entire  part  of  said  lot  adjoining 
Taylor  and  Broadway  Streets  is  now  occupied  by  a frame  building. 
That  the  condemnation  of  the  strip  of  ground  above  referred  to 
will  necessitate  the  moving  of  the  present  store  building  East 
on  said  real  estate,  and  will  reouire  new  excavation  for  cellar, 
building  new  walls,  piers,  and  underpinning  of  the  chimney.  It 
will  also  require  new  cement  work,  sewerage,  plumbing,  wiring, 
gas  connection,  painting,  plastering,  etc.,  at  a total  expense 
to  this  remonstrant  of  thirty-nine  hundred  and  fifty  dolla.rs 
($3950.00). 

2.  That  the  strip  of  real  estate  above  described 
is  of  the  reasonable  value  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500,00), 
and  if  said  strip  of  ground  is  condemned  and  appropriated  by  the 
said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  the  damage  to  this  remonstrant 
would  be  the  present  market  value  of  said  ground,  namely, 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500.00). 

3.  Your  remonstrant  further  says  that  he  has  rented 
the  corner  room  facing  Broadway  and  Taylor  Streets  to  Stein  and 
Company  for  the  purposes  of  a drug  store,  giving  said  Company  a 
five  year  written  lea.se  at  a monthly  rental  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  a month;  that  he  has  leased  the  store- 
room just  East  of  the  above  room  in  said  building  to  one  Martin 
Leonard  by  a written  lease  of  five  years  at  a price  of  sixty-five 
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dollars  ($65.00)  per  month;  that  the  moving  of  said  building 
eastward  will  result  in  damages  to  these  tenants  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  which  this 
remonstrant  is  liable  to  said  tenants  respectively;  that  the 
moving  of  said  building  and  the  building  of  a new  basement  will 
interfere  with  the  regular  business  now  being  done  by  these 
tenants  and  the  remonstrator  so  that  the  combined  losses  of 
said  tenants  in  the  loss  of  business  on  account  of  the  necessary 
repairs  and  the  moving  of  said  building  will  amount  to  at  least 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  which  this  remonstrant  will 
be  liable  to  said  respective  tenants;  that  by  reason  of  the
